Washington, Jan. 31.—-The galleries 
of the House were crowded la anticipa­ 
tion of a renewal of the previous day’s 
hostilities. As soon as the Journal was 
read, Mr. Breckenridge of Kentucky de­ 
manded the reading of the names of 
those who did not vote Wednesday. 
That was done and the ruling of the 
Speaker, as placed on the journal, was 
also read as a part of the journal. 
The moment the reading of the jour­ 
nal was ended McKinley moved that the 
journal be approved, and on that motion 
moved the previous question. 
The Speaker put the motion amid 
great confusion. 
Mr. Blanchard tried to get recogni­ 
tion on a question of privilege. Intend­ 
ing to protest against the placing of his 
name on record Wednesday by the 
Speaker. 
Mr. Springer, who meantime 
had been 
shouting for recognition, 
moved to adjourn, and demanded a roll 
call on his motion. This was ordered 
and the clerk was directed to call the 
roll. 
Mr. Bland then sprang to hie feet and 
moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the roll-call was ordered, his apparent 
purpose being to begin filibustering tac­ 
tics. 
The speaker paid no attention to his 
motion, hod Mr. Bland then shouted 
“Mr. Speaker! Mr. Speaker!” at the top 
of his voice and denounced the Speaker’s 
course as revolutionary and that of a 
tyrant His shouts and demonstrations 
were greeted with rounds of applause 
and yells from the Democratic side and 
shouts of derisive laughter on the Re- 
S 
ubllcan side until he sat down ex­ 
acted, and the roll-call, which had 
gone on In the meantime amid great con­ 
fusion, proceeded in comparative quiet 
The motion for adjournment was de­ 
feated—yeas 142, nays 160. 
A roll-call was then demanded on the 
previous question of the approval of the 
journal, and on this the Democrats de­ 
clined to vote. 
Before the vote was announced, the 
Speaker directed the clerk to record tho 
following names of members as present 
and not voting: Messrs. Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas; Carli se. Clements, Crain, 
Crisp, Culberson, of Texas; Dockery, 
Baioc, Goodnight Hemphill, Hooker, 
Kilgore, Lane, McCreary, 
McMillin, 
Montgomery, Moore, of Texas, Oates 
and Outhwaite. 
Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, raised a 
burst of laughter by b*s complaint that 
he had been present and not voting, and 
that his name upsa not upon the Speak­ 
er’s list. The Speaker then announced 
the vote to stand: Yeas, 160; nays, I; 
and added: “ Which in addition to the 
gentlemen present constitute a quorum, 
and the previous question is ordered. *’ 
• This brought forth a storm of applause 
from th# Republican side. 
• Mr. Crisp, of‘Georgia, wished to ap­ 
peal from the decision, but the Speaker 
aided with the point of order raised by 
Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, that the appeal 
was not in order, as another appeal was 
pending. 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, made the 
point of oraer that no quorum had voted 
and said that if the Speaker so desired 
he would take an appeal. 
The Speaker—And the Chair declines 
to entertain the appeal of the gentleman 
from Illinois. 
[Applause on the Repub­ 
lican side and hisses from the Demo­ 
crats.] 
Then, amid wild cheering on the 
Democratic side, Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky, rushed down the aisle, and 
standing in front of the Speaker, ex­ 
claimed: “From that we appeal. There 
Is no appeal pending. 
There was 
appeal yesterday, but this Is a different 
appeal, because the Speaker is assuming 
that the House will sustain his decision 
of yesterday, and so is carrying by his 
own vote to-day the decision he has 
had.” 
“ It, therefore,” continued Mr. Breck 
inridge, “does not come within the rule, 
as stated by the gentleman from Ohio 
(Mr. McKinley), and the gag law, which 
that gentleman, with the help of the 
Speaker, has applied to-day is usurpa­ 
tory, revolutionary and corrupt” 
Cheer 
after cheer arose from the 
Democratic side, mingled with hisses 
from the Republicans. In the midst of 
the tumult the Speaker stated the ques­ 
tion to be on the motion to approve the 
journal, and the yeas and nays haying 
been ordered, directed the clerk to call 
the roll. Owing to the confusion many 
Democratic members did not understand 
the question as put by the chair, and 
another scene of excitement ensued, 
dozens of members arising and demand­ 
ing to know what they wore to vote 
upon. 
* The Speaker tried in vain to restore 
order, and one Democrat was heard to 
about above the turmoil that the House 


Here a member*on"theTfemoeratic side 
asked Mr. B utterw ort if It were cer­ 
tain that the presiding officer of the 
Senate of Kentucky counted the Sena­ 
tors who were present but did not vote 
In order to make up a quorum. 
Mr. B utterw ort referred 
to Mr. 
Wilson, of Kentucky, who, answering 
the inquiry, said t a t in 1886, while he 
had the honor of being a member of the 
Kentucky Senate, “and it Is always an 
honor to be a member of the Kentucky 
Senate,” the precise question arose there 
and had been decided by a Democratic 
presiding officer exactly as Speaker Reed 
is now holding and the bill so passed had 
been signed by Gov. Knott, 
a dis­ 
tinguished constitutional lawyer, who 
was perfectly famllar with the manner 
In which the bill was passed. 
A vote was taken on the motion to lay 
on the table the appeal from the Speak­ 
er's ruling of yesterday, that he had a 
right to take notice of the presence of 
persons not voting, and thus make a 
quorum. On this the Democrats de­ 
clined to vote, and the result was an­ 
nounced—yeas 162, nays 0. 
The point of no quorum was made, but 
the Speaker directed the clerk to place 
upon the journal the fact that certain 
members who did not vote and whose 
names he called, were present in their 
•eats, and that a quorum was present. 
This course was received by the Demo­ 
crats with demonstrations of disapproval, 
and Mr. Mansur entered a formal pro­ 
test 
The Speaker declared the motion to 
lay on the table. The appeal from his 
ruling carried, and the House, after an­ 
other roll-call, adjourned.

THE SENATE. 


Senator Vance Replica to lagnlla' Speech 
on tho Race Problem. 
Washington, Jan. SI.—In the Senate 
Mr. Vance, in pursuance of a notice 
given a few days ago, took the floor in 
reply to Ingalls' speech on the race 
problem. In the coarse of his remarks 
he said: “If the negro allowed himself 
to bo Intimidated in elections It was a 
strong argument against his capacity for 
self-government.” He styled Ingalls’ 
r 
ich as “grandiose” and wholesale 
der of the South­ 
ern people. The few 
yearn of negro rule 
In the South is a blot 
on its history, but 
t h e 
Republicans 
looked on compla­ 
cently so long as the 
thieves were Repub­ 
licans and the vic­ 
tims Democrats. In 
relation to tho con­ 
dition of the negro 
Mr. Vance s a id : 
“Since the return of 
the South to the rule ZKBl I L N B‘ ' ANtE- 
of her own people the progress of the 
Mgro has been phenomenal, and ten 
years more of reconstruction would have 
made that part of the country a howling 
wilderness and Africanized IL There still 
oxiit many of those kindly relations be­ 
tween former master and slave, and the 
latter still looks to the former for advice 
In all matters but politics.” 
The speaker said that ho was glad to 
say that North Carolina was one of the 
States most free from the charge of op 
presalon, and In Mississippi, against 
which the charges were most vehement, 
for the last year the negroes have been 
Immigrating at the rate of 3,000 to 4,000 
per month from North Carolina for the 
•pedal purpose, he supposed, of being 
oppressed and slaughtered. He denied 
that there Is any systematic persecution 
of the colored race In the South, and 
■ald that persons who mistreated the 
negroes were more promptly prosecuted 
than men were for the debauchery of 
politics In the North. He 
alluded 
scathingly to the corruption in that 
section. “There has not been,” he said, 
“a race riot In the South which has not 
been instigated by some white scoundrel 
who ran when bullets began to whistle.” 
And lf the South had another arar, he 
ventured to say, the negroes would 
crowd into her ranks. His speech was 
fall of witty sarcasm, and elicted much 
laughter and applause. 
At the close of Senator Vance's speech 
Senator Hampton followed in remarks 
of some length on tho same subject. 
Hit speech was very conservative, and 
devoted larghly to data relative to the 
progress of the South and the condition 
of the negro. At 3:50 the Senate pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of calender 
business, at 4 went into executive ses­ 
sion and at 4:30 adjourned.

PrrrsBuno, Pa., Jan. 31.—An attempt 
was made to blow np with dynamite 
early tnls morning the residence of tho

Mansfield. A cartridge had been placed 
in the cellar, to which was connected a 
fuse running to the outside of tho build­ 
ing, where It was lighted. It is supposed 
tho object was to kill Father Flecklnger, 
who was not hurt. He says he believes 
the attempt was the work of anarchists. 
It is known that there are several 
“groups” of anarchists in and about 
Mansfield, but just why they or any 
others should perpetrate such an out­ 
rage tho friends of Father Flecklnger 
cannot conjecture, as ho is universally 
esteemed by all in the town, irrespective 
of religion. 
The walls of the residence were dam­ 
aged to a considerable extent and all the 
windows were shattered 
The floor of 
the parlor is badly torn up and all the 
furniture of the room reduced to kind­ 
ling wood. The damage. Father Fleck- 
inger says, amounts to about $300. The 
report of the explosion was heard two 
miles away. The concussion aroused all 
the inhabitants of Mansfield, and many 
rushed from their houses clad only in 
their night clothes, imagining natural 
gas to be the cause. Considerable ex­ 
citement has been caused by the deed, 
and should the guilty person or persons 
be caught there may be trouble. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Leander Anderson K ills Anan Carlson 
ntm eolf at Manx City, Iowa.

Anderson shot dead Anna Carlson on the 
street at 8 p. rn.

Ha 
had conceived a passion for his victim, 
which she did not reciprocate, and hp 
had persecuted her with his attentions 
for several months. Thursday evening 
she left home with a couple of friends, 
and had barely reached the sidewalk, 
when Anderson, in passing them, fired 
two shots. The first struck the Carlson 
girl In the beck and the second pierced 
her brain. Anderson ran back several 
yards and emptied two more eha tubers 
Into his head, dropping dead.

has closed its doors. Rumors have im­ 
peached the Integrity of the Equitable but 
its president makes the following state­ 
ment: “The owners of the 81xth na­ 
tional have only a minority Interest in 
the Equitable, and the bank is not 
affected.” President Claasscn of tho 
Sixth national Is charged with having 
deliberately 
wrecked 
that 
bank 
and 
warrants 
have 
been 
is­ 
sued 
for 
his 
arrest 
and 
that 
of Gcorgo IL Poll, a broker, who Is 
charged with having aided him In tho 
commission of tho crime. Pell has been 
arrested and locked up in Ludlow street 
jail. A rumor was current that tho St. 
Nicholas bank In the Equitable Life 
building on Broadway was also affected, 
but a denial was mado by W. J. Gard­ 
ner, tho cashier of that Institution. Ho 
said that a statement that $40,000 In 
protested chocks of George H. Pell A 
Co. in tho St. Nicholas bank was given, 
In lieu of abstracted bonds, to tho ex­ 
aminer at tho Sixth national was not 
true, as the amount had been paid tho 
Sixth national bank on Wednesday.

number of checks on the Lenox Hill 
bank had been presented to tho St.

Ives In his dealings with the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton A Dayton railroad. A few 
days ago, through negotiations conduct­ 
ed by Pell, Claasson and others bought a 
controlling Interest In the Sixth nation 
a1 by purchasing the Interest of tho 
president, Charles D. Leland. Freder­ 
ick D. Tappen, president of the Gallatin 
national bank, tells tho story of the 
; wrecking as follows: 
“After Mr. Leland bad sold his Inter 
est In the Sixth National Bank tho di 
rectors were requested to resign, which 
they did, one by one, the vacancies be 
mg filled by other men who Illegally 
elected P. J. Claassen president learned 
lately on assuming the office of presi­ 
dent Mr. Claassen made three loans of 
$60,000 each, secured by the stock of tho 
Lenox Hill bank—-a very poor Security— 
and then went down to the safe deposit 
vaults of tho National Park Bank and 
abstracted therefrom firstclass railroad 
bonds of the par valoe of $622,000. These 
bonds he placed in the hands of Georgo 
II. Pell for sale. The cashier of the 
Slxt’i National Bank, Mr. Colsen, be­ 
came alarmed at the extraordinary pro­ 
ceedings of the new president and di­ 
rectors and he camb down to the clear­ 
ing 
house 
and gave 
tho startling 
Information 
already 
narrated. 
Af­ 
ter 
careful 
deliberation 
on

whole 
matter 
the clearing houso 
committee 
immediately 
reached 
the 
conclusion 
that 
the 
bank 
should be placed in the hands of tho 
government at onco. A. B. Hepburn, 
the national bank examiner, was sent 
for and requested to tako charge of tho 
concern and investigate the charges 
mado by Mr. Colsen, the cashier, against 
the officer* and directors. This exami­ 
nation folly confirmed the charges made 
by the cashier. To sum up the case, it 
may bs an|d that tho purchasers of Mr. 
Leland's stock paid for it, evidently,with 
the money belonging to the bank. I do 
not know whether tho checks which Mr. 
Leland received wtao certified or not* 
but the purchasers evidently managed 
to make the payment by ’kiting' checks 
back and forth. The Lenox Hill bank 
and the Equitable bank are State banks 
—that 19, they are organized undor the 
laws of the State. Whether the 6tate 
bank examiner has taken any action 
with regard to them I don’t know. It Is 
probable they will have to bo closed up.' 
Mr. Hepburn, the bank examiner, 
told much the same story, and said that 
the abstracted bonds wcro turned over to 
Pell, Wallack A Co. for sale. They had 
given np to him $201,000 in bonds and 
checks for the remainder. Tho checks 
eould not be accepted. 
Mr. Hepburn has made a statement 
of his examination up to this timo. Ho 
says that tho missing bonds have not yet 
been found. Their par value is 8421,- 
000, and the market value $489,466. 
Upon|that had been paid $50,000, leaving 
a deficit on account of bonds of $432,- 
466. Mr. Hepburn will at once make a 
specific report to the comptroller at 
Washington. After that Is dono the 
usual course of appointing a receiver 
Bill be pursued.

complexion twice as radiant as when 
both are decorated by the limner's art 
for harmony with the glare of the 
theater. After a few brilliant sallies 
of 
wit the 
fair 
comedienne 
led 
the way Into her chamber, and there up­ 
on the bed, laid out In tempting array, 
was a perfect bazar of brilliant hoed 
baby garments, beautifully knitted In 
fancy lace or ornamented with feather 
Hitch. There were 133 articles, Includ­ 
ing little petticoats, night dresses,frocks, 
Vesta, all made by the kindly And In­ 
dustrious fingers of the members of Miss 
Yokes' company for distribution among 
the Chicago poor. 
“Wa organized a 'Half Hour Club* last 
September among ourselves,” explained 
the actress, "and there was only one 
rule. Every Member was to do half an 
hour^ work R day, or three hours a 
week, on litt|R garments for this pur­ 
pose. This is tne result. Yes, tho gen­ 
tlemen helped. These linen scrap-books 
were made by them; you see they are In­ 
destructible and nntearable, and they 
•annot be soiled. The gentlemen held 
wool and threaded needles, and did lot9 
of odd jobs." 
There was something touching In the 
whole Idea of these brilliant English 
comedians whose time must be very 
fully occupied with rehearsal and travel, 
and the constant supervision and refash­ 
ioning necessary for their wardrobes, 
devoting three hours a week, and often 
much more, to making garments to 
clothe the little wslfs of the western 
metropolis.

Mrs. Moody, a well 
known charity worker, was quietly sent 
for to distribute the articles where most 
needed. 
"Is the Yokes family combination Irre­ 
vocably broken np?" asked the reporter.

"My 
brother and sister are both dead, you 
know." 
The ones referred to are Fred, the 
eldest brother, and Jessie, the eldest 
sister, of that bright little band of fun- 
makers whom theater-goers will remem­ 
ber In "Belles of tho Kitchen," "X. Y. 
Z.," and other brilliant fare e-comedies 
so popular In America a decade ago. 
Victoria and Roslna are the only two 
left, except an adopted brother named 
Walter Ford an, who will be remembered 
In minor parts In the combination. 
"Do you mind telling how you all 
came to adopt the stage?" 
"Not at all. My father was an army 
tailor on Regent street, and was called 
upon to furnish a set of uniforms for a 
military play at that time drawing great 
crowds. From this beginning he grad- 
Mally became a leading theatrical costum­ 
er and we children were thrown very 
much among theatrical 
associations' 
In consequence. My brother Fred was 
always perfectly craxy to go on the 
stage, and ha went first in a pantomime 
at Drury Lane. Jessie went because he 
did, I suppose, and then it happened one 
Christmas that more children were 
wanted, and Victoria and I went In, too. 
I was only three years old at the ti mo. 
Wa were in great damand for children's 
parte, hut we were educated and trained 
under Phelps and Cheswick. After n 
year or two our aunt wrote us some little 
pieces, in which we acted alone as a 
children's combination; and from that 
en we have always played ta our own 
eoan>9ny. My aunt was a very gifted 
woman and wrote all our most successful 
plays. Including "Belles of the Kitchen.' 
"Was your husband one of the old 
company?" 
"Oh, dear, not I was a child at the 
time. My husband is an English barris­ 
ter, hut he is traveling with us now in 
order to make a tour of the country 
and because I dont Ilka to he without 
him." 
"Are your parent* still alive?" 
"Yes, Indeed, hut they are very old. 
They live in an old house In 8t. John's 
Wood, London—a dear old house. It is 
my sister Victoria's home, also, and they 
have thlrty-slx birds." 
"Thlrty-slx birds!" 
"Yes, and I am not sure that there 
are not more. Yon aaa, we are always 
getting birds given to us or we pick 
them up on our travels, and when we 
dont know what to do with them we 
tend them home. There Is that wicked 
old mocking bird we had given us at 
San Francisco, who spoils all the sing­ 
ers we have by mocking them, and a 
parrot, and oh, hundreds of canaries 
and two or three dogs and a monkey.

The places of those who 
leave arc soon filled up, and when the 
emigrants return with their wealth 
thoy react upon tho general prosperity 
and consequently, tho population, by 
putting their capital into local enter­ 
prises and thus adding their quota to 
tho wealth of the nation.
